Abbot Principal To Encourage 
Academic Ties With Phillips 


It will not be anything that 
happens overnight, but the new 
principal at Abbot Academy seems 
certain that there will be eventually 
some sort of academic fraternizae 
tion between students at the alle 
girl preparatory school he is to 
head and the boys® on the Hill at 
Phillips Academy, 

Donald A, Gordon, who will come 
to Andover from Kansas City next 
July to take over the key ad= 
ministrative post at Abbot, was 
in town this week to confer with 
officials at the private school and 
to get better acquainted with the 
staff and campus, He interrupted 
a whirlwind schedule long enough 
to talk with the TOWNSMAN about 
the future, 

**‘The trustees at Abbot want to 
explore coordinate possibilities 
with Phillips Academy,” he said, 
adding that ‘‘this had a lot to do 
with my interest in coming here,’” 

The young, lanky native New 
Englander said that he believes 
that there are a lot of ‘‘human 
advantages’® to co-educational 
education and that this is the basis 
for his plans to move in thedirece 
tion of classroom confrontations 
between Abbot’s girls and P,A,’s 
boys, (Similar thoughts have been 
expressed at Phillips in recent 
years, most recently in recom= 
mendations from a faculty steering 


committee, ) 
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Gordon feels strongly about a 
theory of his that ‘‘part of being 
properly civilized as a personlies 
in the extent to which individuals 
understand the opposite sex.’? And 
he explains, ‘‘There is a lot of 
misunderstanding on the part of 
men as to what women are and 
vice versa,”’ 

Separation of the sexes at forma= 
tive times, while it does many 
good things academically, prevents 
the most natural introduction to the 
other sex at the very time when it 
should come about, in Gordon’s 
view, ‘‘I don’t think the absense 
of girls (at the high school level) 


eliminates a distraction, I believe ~ 


it adds to it,’® says the principal, 
recalling his’ own years atPhillips 
Academy, 

Continuing the same discussion, 
Principal Gordon .said he feels 
the biological facts of life should 
be introduced in the lower grades 
before. physical changes come 
about that introduce embarrasse 
ment, Then, by the time students 
arrive at secondary school, they 
are ready to discuss such subjects 
as how girls differ from boys 
emotionally, he said, 

At Abbot, Gordon is inheriting 
a strong traditional curriculum, 
This he plans to preserve, but he 
intends to ‘‘innovate -and experi= 
ment” as well, 

‘*l feel independent schools are 
in.a unique position to innovate 
and that they have an obligation to 
do so,** Gordon said, Private 
schools that do not experiment 
may have difficulty justifying their 
existence in the future, he added, 

Gordon, who is at present head= 
master of the co-educational Bare 
stow School in Kansas City, says 
that one of the big problems for 
an administrator in his position 
‘is how to make life of the boarding 
student at a private school as 


-Nearly natural as possible, If ine 
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dependent schools do not make a 
greater effort to meet this pro= 
blem , he said, this too could 
become a factor leading to their 
extinction, 


What about the kind of teens he 
deals with in his work as come 
pared with those of other generae 
tions - are they more rebellious? 

No, says Gordon, Recalling the 
quote that ‘*Today’s liberalism is 
tomorrow’s conservatism,’® the 
secondary school principal says

Erickson Submits 


$4,000,000 Budget 


tentative school department 
facut of over $4 million for 1968 
has been submitted to Town

The new budget, which emerged 
from Tuesday night’s School Com= 
mittee meeting fatter by $36,500, 
reflects an anticipated increase 
in the teachers’ salary scale, now 
under negotiation between the An= 
dover Teachers Assn, and the 
School Committee, The bachelor’s

Chairman Philip K, Allen of the

The $758,000 increase for 
salaries over the 1967 budget in= 
cludes $221,000 for 47 or 48 addi= 
tional teachers in the system; as 
well as the expected increase in 
the teachers salary scale, plus 
incremental increases, Provision 
is also made for increases in 


—_-———— secretarial and custodial pay, The 


total salary figure also includes 
$13,000 added by the School Com= 
mittee which recommended setting 
aside $7,000 to cover the salary 
of a personnel administrator, and 
$6,000 to be added to the adminis= 
trative salary budget, 

The estimated expense budget 
of $831,235 is an increase over 
1967 of $254,866, Maintenance of 
the new high school largely is 
responsible for doubling opera= 
tion and plant maintenance, 

Added to increases agreed upon 
at the School Committee meeting 
were $5000 for textbooks, a $5,000 
library increase, $8,000 added to 
the student body activities budget, 
$500 for the health budget, to pay 
the school dentist who has been 
volunteering his services, and 
$5000 to cover professional collec= 
tive bargaining negotiations,

Until the state takes over local 
welfare operations, which it is 
slated to do if the question of 
financing is ever resolved, An= 
dover is responsible for one sixth 
of the cost of this medical benefit 
program, The Federal government 
pays one half the total,

Drug Abuse 


By Students 
Said Possible 


Questions Tuesday on possible 
drug abuse in Andover, put to High 
School principal Philip Wormwood, 
Physical Education Director 
Donald Dunn and later William 
Igoe, guidance director, brought 
out Andover school officials’ 
philosophy that drug abuse, where 
it exists, is not an isolated school 
problem, but a community problem 
which will be vulnerable only to a 
team approach, 

Dunn told the School Committee 
he feels sure that there are a few 
cases of drug abuse among young 
people in town, Wormwood pointed 
out that the high school had planned 
a panel on drug abuse for an ine 
service program that was snowed 
out, but will be rescheduled. He 
said that programs to inform staff 


are essential for understanding of 


the problem, which is often overe 
simplified, 

William Igoe and Vaughn Clapp, 
Asst, Supt, concurred with these 
officials and agreed that programs 
of student education must begin 
early, 

Clapp explained that expansion 
of the physical education program 
will bring programs to bear start= 
ing at the elementary level, where 
subject of drugs, alcohol, sex, 
and smoking will naturally come 
up as part of the program. School 
officials agreed that the develop= 
ment of attitudes is much more 
difficult to achieve, but more effec= 
tive, than simply stopping with the 
presentation of a factual program 
to the children,

Drug Usage 


Plans for a new approach to 
drug abuse education were o 
this week by Attorney General 
Elliot L, Richardson and Come 
missioner of Education Owen B, 
Kiernan in a meeting with school 
officials from across the Come 
monvwealth, 

Attending from Andover were 
Donald Dunn, director of physical 
education for Andover schools; 
Ruth Wescott, school nurse; Joseph 
Dorsey and Virginia Tribou, phy= 
sical education instructors at An= 
dover High School, 

At a day-long conference on 
**Drug Abuse and the Schools’’ at 
Framingham North High School 
Richardson said, ‘*The recent and 
thoroughly-documented news re= 
ports of the murders, suicides and 
tragic deaths of young people who 
have fled from the world to the 
turned=on land of drugs and hal= 
lucinogens clearly describe the 
nature and scope of the problem 
confronting us.°* 

“*law enforcement cannot solve 
this problem alone,’* said the Ate 
torney General, ‘Instead, the solu= 
tion lies in a two-front campaign, 
with law enforcement moving 
against those who violate the laws 
on drug use while the educational 
community instructs young people 
in the dangers - physical, psy= 
chological and legal = of drug 
abuse,”* 

Richardson noted that state law 
imposes upon the Department of 
Education the responsibility to 
conduct instruction in the problem 
of drug abuse, but reported that 
**all too often our instruction has 
served either to frighten without 
informing or to arouse interest in 
experimentation with drugs,°’ 

He told those attending the con= 
ference that his office and the 
Department of Education are pre= 
paring an application for a federal 
grant for the development of a 
comprehensive program of drug 
abuse instruction for use in the 
state’s schools, 

He said that the efforts of the 
two departments would be aimed 
at discovering and evaluating ef= 
fective methods of instruction and 
developing a program which will 
accurately and completely inform 
young people on drug problems. 

“If we can make our students 
fully understand the problems of 
drug abuse,"* he said, ‘‘we’ll have 
fewer problems,”*

A husband and wife archaeolo= 
gical team spoke to a meeting of 
the Northeastern Massachusetts 
branch of Archaeological Institute 
of America at Brooks School in 
North Andover this month, 

Emily Townsend Vermeule, pro= 
fessor of Greek and art at Welles= 
ley College and Dr. Vermeule, 
curator of the classical depart= 
ment of the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts were the speakers, 

Mrs, Vermeule told of a 3400 
year old civilization on the island 
of Thera in the Aegean Sea which 
figured in the news recently as the 
possible site of the lost island, 
Atlantis. The professor is among 
the archaeologists working with 
the Thera excavating team whose 
aim it is to keep artifacts found 
where they are unearthed, pro= 
tected by the existing roof of 
volcanic ash, 

From Dr, Vermeule, members 
of the institute heard of Greek 
remains in Sicily, explaining how 
the ancient Sicilians used terra= 
cotta and limestone, plentiful on 
the island, and showed that their 
accomplishments with these 
materials were as successful and 
artistic as the Greeks’ who used 
‘marble, which is rare on Sicily, 

Such archaeological meetings 
are held one Sunday a month at 
either Brooks School or Abbot 
Academy. Announcement of future 
meetings will appear in this paper 
so that interested persons may 
attend,

Needed: Re-examination. 


If School Committee negotiations with the Andover 
Education Assn. went as planned last night, the two 
bargaining teams have agreed by now to a salary schedule 
that will add a minimum of $100,000 to the departmental 
budget for 1968 or, stated in other terms, increases at the 


_ tate of $300,000 annually. 


This is sobering news when coupled with other 
estimates from the superintendent which indicate that the 
town would have to spend $268,000 more on salaries next 
year than it is spending this year (in increments and in- 
creases) if it simply stuck with the present schedule and 
the present staff. Add another $200,000 for the some 50 
new teachers which must be hired to satisfy normal growth 
and to staff the Bancroft School and you are talking about 
ADDED salary expenses of $590,000. 


Armed with all sorts of statistics on median incomes, 
the AEA argues that Andover can afford this and more. 
It’s bargaining team further contends that working condi- 
tions in local schools are so poor that Andover cannot 
hope to attract quality teachers unless it is willing to pay 
top dollar. 

It is about time that the association is challenged on 
both points. Andover has moved rapidly in recent years 
to trim the difference between salaries paid to teachers 
and those commanded by college graduates in other fields. 
and she had managed this in spite of equally heavy de- 
mands from the school department for new and improved 
facilities to handle increased enrollment and educational 
advances. | 


Some few systems in Massachusetts offer higher 
salaries and there are others that have incorporated 
academic innovations with greater speed, adding to the 
professional challenge, but still and all, the teacher who 
comes to Andover is a long way from the bottom of the 


heap. 

Before the School Committee and the AEA sit down to 
legalize the terms of a contract for 1968-69, they should 
think long and hard about the full impact of the agreement 
on the community and its economic stability. They should 
seek some hard facts about what lies ahead for Andover 
and explore the very real possibility that the community 
cannot continue to move on two school fronts at once and 
at the same time work to get from under the problems that 
have accumulated elsewhere while the school department 
has commandeered the lion’s share of the municipal 
budget year after year. 

There can be no doubt that a great many people in 
Andover can afford to support a top quality public school 
program and a heavy capital expenditures budget etc. 
without suffering. But Andover still has a great many 
residents who cannot afford it. If they are not to be driven 
from: the community in search of cheaper living, if the town’s 
population is not to become even more top heavy with the 
affluent than it already is, the leadership in municipal 
offices and public employees unions must leam to think 
in broader terms. 

The Andover School Committee has traditionally lived 
in a fiscal vacuum, and there are no indications that the 
committee has gone into this year’s bargaining sessions 
with any better idea than usual about precisely what the 
net effect of their actions will be. 

This may well be the year that the public will fight 
back, demanding something more from the School Com- 
mittee than nickel. and dime economy. The taxpayer may 
be powerless to interfere with the salary schedule, but he 
is in a perfect position to effect some balance in expen- 
ditures by putting the brake on school construction. 

Perhaps it will take a shock like this to force school 
politicians to re-examine their policies. 


Reason For Pride 


There were a lot of skeptics around a year ago when a 
group of dedicated idealists announced that they were 
willing to assume full financial responsibility for tuition 
and housing if the school department would agree to let 
them enroll 10 boys from disadvantaged neighborhoods at 
Andover High School. 

When the School Committee refused to act — because 
the issue of race was involved — without a vote of con- 
fidence from Town Meeting, the faithful took it in stride 
and set about to convince the general public. 

Having won approval for the educational program, the 
Andover A Better Chance Committee undertook the diffi- 
cult task of finding adormitory in a receptive neighborhood

and raising the funds to purchase and equip it. 

It must have been with great satisfaction that those 
closely associated with the project sat and listened at 
their recent annual meeting to reports of a successful 
first year. Residents have subscribed $8000 more than the 
$50,000 sought and have already paid in $34,000 of the 
total pledged. Fut even more important, the boys have 
made the adjustment to academic work in a high school 
with standards that provide a challenge and to life in a 
community that is radically different than that they call 
home.

Disgusted And Appalled 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

I was disgusted and appalled to 
read in your November 22nd issue 
the list of new contract proposals 
set forth by the Andover Education 
Assn, (teachers’ union) for the 
1968-69 academic year, A feeling 
of ‘‘featherbedding’® best de= 
scribes my reaction to the list as 
a whole, 

The following points left me 
particularly aggravated: 

1, ‘Sick leave shall be fifteen 
days per year with unlimited ace 
cumulation,’* 

Aggravation - I assume the 15 
days per year is in addition to the 
two months of summer vacation 
presently enjoyed, Hence, this re= 
sults in 15 days for 10 months 
work or an annual rate of 18 days 
per year, Most businesses today 
grant 10 days, 

Aggravation = Sick leave is a 
privilege to be granted only when 
required not a guaranteed right to 
be demanded, Hence, unlimited 
accumulation is unreasonable, 

2, ‘‘Sick leave shall continue to 
accrue during a member’s sabe 
batical leave,”’ 

Aggravation - This reminds me 
of the story of the union member 
who insisted he be paid for coffee 
breaks which he missed while on 
vacation, 

3, ‘Each member of theprofese 


sional staff shall be entitled totwo 
days per year ,., he need not 
specify the reason for taking such 
leave, .. 


Aggravation - What employer 


would put up with this sort of 
nonsense? 

4, ‘‘Teachers shall be entitled 
to five days of professional leave 
per year,”” 

Aggravation - I am also.a pro= 
fessional but I do not expect my 
employer to grant me 5 additional 
days leave per year, Maintaining 
my professionalism is basically 
my responsibility. An occasional 
day off to attend a _ regional 
teachers’ conference may be one 
thing but a guaranteed 5 days per 
year is unreasonable, 

5, “*, . , attendance by mem= 
bers at evening meetings are de= 
sireable,.. but... are not to be 
required as a condition of employ= 
ment, . .”* 

Aggravation = What if such ate 
tendance is deemed desireable by 
school officials as being in the 
best interest of the student body? 

6, **Any non-tenure teacher not 
elected to tenure , , , will be en= 
titled to a hearing and , ,, shall 
have the right to appear with 
counsel ,, , and to call andcross» 
examine witnesses,”* 

Aggravation = Is this a fair way 
to win tenure, rather than by hard 


work and devotion to cause? What 
has happened to the professiona= 
lism claimed by teachers? 

7, ‘“*The committee will reime= 
burse the complete cost... of up 
to six hours per year’ , ,. of 
advanced graduate work, 

Aggravation = Do teachers con= 


«sider. they should pay nothing 


towards their own education? Is 
everything to be given freely in 
this welfare state? 

8. ‘‘Four working days per year 
with full pay shall be allowed for 
death in a family,”* 

Aggravation = I believe everyone 
should take on personal respon= 
sibility for some acts of God «= 
responsibility for all such acts 
should not be shifted to employers, 

There were many other itemsin 


the list with which I felt equally 
aggravated but I will not go into 
all of them, The entire approach 
of the AEA seems to ignore what 
may be best for the students or 
for the efficient operation and 
reasonable cost of the Town’s 
school system, Instead AEA’s dee 
mands obviously have been drafted 
entirely for the self-interest of 
its members, 


Over a long number of years 
teachers have campaigned for 
higher compensation more com= 
parable with their counterparts in 


industry, It seems to me if they 
now demand benefits and privile 
eges far in excess of those which 
industry grants, they not only will 
lose much of the respect of the 
townspeople but will and should be 
considered as merely union em= 
ployees making unreasonable and 
unwarranted demands, The AEA 
approach is counter to profes= 
sional people who not only take 
great pride in their job and their 
profession but are primarily in= 
terested in serving society and its 
needs and placing such service 
above self-interest, ; 

In all fairness I should point 
out that I believe many of An= 
dover’s teachers are truly pro= 
fessionals and do not subscribe 
to this AEA approach, I hope they 
will speak up against it and 
advocate instead a more rational 
approach of a ‘‘fair day’s work for 
a fair day’s pay’, I also hope the 
members of the School Come 
mittee will be firm in their dealings 
with the unreasonable demands of

Way Cleared For Motor Mart Expansion 


The Zoning Board of Appeals 
has approved two petitions which 
will permit expansion and 
modernization of Shawsheen Motor 
Mart on Haverhill Street across 
from Raytheon Co, along with full 
development of an adjoining lot for 
parking, 

_The petitions were entered by 
Ellsworth H, Lewis, Motor Mart 
owner, and opposed at hearings in 
August and September by a num= 
ber of residents from the neigh= 
borhood, 

Lewis’ first request was for a 
variance from setback regulations 
to permit an addition to the present 
garage building, The auto dealer 
told the ZBA that the property 
must be improved and modernized 
if his dealership is to compete 
successfully with others operating, 
under modern conditions and that 
he would suffer substantial hard= 
ship if the variance were to be 
denied, The garage is a non= 
conforming use in a residential 
district and its location on Haver= 
hill Street predates the town’s 
zoning regulations, 

A month later Lewis requested 
a special permit to use a parcel 
of vacant land adjacent to the

garage for parking and he pre= 
sented plans for a fenced-in, hot- 
topped area, He told the board at 
a public hearing that use of the 
lot for parking is essential to the 
operation of the Motor Mart and 
that if the petition were denied, 
he would not be able to continue 
his business atthat location, Lewis 
has owned the Motor Mart since 
1936 and the adjoining lot since 
1953, He reported, however, that 
he has used the lot for parking, 
under a verbal agreement with the 
owner, since he moved into the 
garage and that its use for that 
purpose has been extended in ree 
cent years, 


The neighbors who opposed the 
two requests, both at hearings and 
by petition, pointed out that the 
auto dealer has been using the 
vacant lot for parking in violation 
of zoning regulations, They 
objected to the fact that part of a 
stand of pines that once stood on 
the lot has been cut and that in= 
creased use of the property for 
parking has resulted in deteriorae 
tion of the neighborhood, 


Some others, however, agreed 
with Lewis that he had been vire

tually forced to make greater use 
of the lot after tighter restrictions 
on curb parking were established, 
in answer to the demands of resi= 
dents, to control the. parking of 
Raytheon Co, employees, 

The Decisions 

In one decision, the ZBA ruled 
that Lewis can use the open lot 
for parking providing he erects 
the six foot fence shown in plans 
presented to the board, surrounds 
it with a green strip and plants 
shrubs as described at the public 
hearing, 

Parking on the lot is restricted 
by the board’s ruling to employees’ 
cars, customers’ cars, no more 
than 10 used cars being held 
for sale (for no longer than 14 
days), new and used cars requiring 
service prior to being displayed 
for sale and trucks, farm equip- 
ment, earth moving equipment and 
other such equipment being held for 
sale or lease, 


The decision specifically says 
the lot shall not be used for 
storage of junk vehicles, that it 
shall not be used for selling 
vehicles other than those stipulated 
as suitable for parking there, that 
no signs or advertisements shall 
be located on the lot and that no 
lighting other than a single flood= 
light, beamed away from Balmoral 
Street, shall be permitted, 

In giving its approval for con= 
struction. of an addition to the 
garage, the board restricted Lewis 


to use of a ‘'Ford’’ signof smaller 
dimensions than he requested, 
stipulating that it should be no 
larger than 13’ long and 4’ high, 
It approved the location and dimen= 
sions of two other signs as 
proposed,
